On  display  at  the  Fine  Arts 
Building  the  past  two  weeks 
has  been  an  exhibit  of  students' 
silver  work  creations. 

The  selected  work  of  about 
three-fourths  of  Uie  metal  work 
and  enameling  classes  from 
the  fall  semester  will  remain 
on  display  until  tomon-ow, 
according  to  Maurice  W.  Sil¬ 
ver,  fine  arts  instructor. 

An  unusual  factor  in  Uie 
classes  was  that  there  were 
more  than  one-half  of  tlio  19 
enrollecs  who  were  non-art 
majors  or  minors. 

Mr.  Silver  theorized  that 
some  who  took  tlie  course  as 
an  elective  figured  it  for  “an 
easy  course.”  He  explained 
that  this  did  not  detract  from 
the  work  which  tlie  students 
did. 

“The  class  probably  proved 
more  work  than  they  antici¬ 
pated — involving  much  labora- 
toi’y  time  for  making  tlicir  pro¬ 
jects  as  well  as  a  great  deal  of 
time  for  designing.  Also  Oiere 
was  the  time  needed  to  finish 
a  piece  after  it  was  cast,”  Mr. 
Silver  stated. 

Mr.  Silver’s  explanation  for 
the  reason  several  students  did 
not  complete  the  “easy”  coui'se 
was:  “The  cause  for  flunking 
is  almost  always  laziness.  Stu¬ 
dents  wait  until  the  last  miniite 
to  produce  tlieir  four  required 
projects.  Also,  absences  may 
be  the  reason,”  he  said. 

For  tlie  student  who  passed 
and  enjoyed  tlie  class,  how¬ 
ever,  there  was  a  personal 
satisfaction  of  having  produced 
artistic,  well-designed  aiilclcs 
to  wear.  Many  of  the  enrollees 
created  pendants  and  rings 
while  others  made  pins. 

Inspiration  for  designs  had 
to  come  frem  nature.  A  de¬ 
sign  was  not  to  be  copied  but 
“imaginized,”  according  to  Mi’. 
Silver.  From  the  imagined, 
abstracted  reality,  the  student 
created  his  own  original  de¬ 
sign.

“The  Firebugs,”  symbolizing 
revolutionaries,  can  be  consid¬ 
ered  social  satire  or  political 
commentary.  The  story  con¬ 
cerns  Biedermann,  played  by 
Larry  Fortney,  who  fears  any 
change  in  his  life  or  surround¬ 
ings  that  could  be  effected  by 
the  firebugs. 

That  is  the  reason  that  he 
and  his  wife,  characterized  by 
Ginger  Nitti,  allowed  the  unin¬ 
vited  arsonists  to  stay  in  their 
home  and  use  it  at  their  pleas¬ 
ure.  Mike  Bourne  and  Garry 
Cox  enacted  convincingly  the 
roles  of  Schmitz  and  Eisen- 
ring,  the  firebugs  who  symbol¬ 
ized  the  evils  of  society. 

The  outstanding  work  of  the 
cast  and  the  production  staff 
made  the  play  most  interest¬ 
ing  to  view.  The  use  of  a 
chorus  of  firemen  to  help  com¬ 
municate  Frisch’s  unconven¬ 
tional  and  avant-garde  mes¬ 
sage  was  the  strongest  drama¬ 
tic  device  in  the  play. 

The  simple  constructive 
scenery  played  a  primary  part 
in  suggesting  the  idea  of  the 
drama  to  the  audience.  Light¬ 
ing  techniques  and  the  scenery  | 
change  during  the  fire  finale 
made  it  one  of  the  most  effec¬ 
tive  scenes  of  the  play. 

.Although  each  player  gave  a 
creditable  performance,  sever¬ 
al  deserve  special  commenda¬ 
tion.  Forney,  as  Biedermann, 
the  “Everyman”  who  fears 
change,  projected  his  role  well 
throughout  the  play.  Bourne 
as  Schmitz  was  especially  ef¬ 
fective  in  his  interpretation  of 
the  harmful  arsonist. 

Paul  Oakley,  leader,  and  his 
chorus  of  firemen  added  per¬ 
fection  to  the  production  with 
their  perfect  timing,  gestures, 
and  side  comments.

Caution  Given  Drivers 
On  Car  Registration 

Since  cold  weather  has  set 
in,  no  one  enjoys  walking  any 
farther  than  is  necessary. 

Unless  a  car  is  registered 
with  the  College,  however,  its 
driver  will  not  be  allowed  to 
have  a  parking  place  for  it  on, 
campus.  Also  he  must  display! 
the  permit  sticker  on  the  wind¬ 
shield  of  his  car. 

Last  semester  stickers  are| 
no  longer  usable.  Drivers  must 
get  new  ones  from  Dean  C.  E. 
Koerble’s  office. 

Suggestions  for  applying  the 
permit  to  the  windshield  are: 
Make  sure  that  the  windshield 
is  clean.  Warm  the  glass  with 
hot  water  before  applying  the 
sticker.  Do  not  apply  it  with 
tape  unless  the  doors  of  the 
car  are  to  be  kept  locked  at 
all  times.  i 

If  a  sticker  should  be  lost,  it 
is  important  that  a  report  be 
made  immediately  to  the  dean 
of  student’s  office.  The  car  is 
registered  according  to  num¬ 
bers  which  correspond  with 
the  student’s  name.

Stale  College  students  who 
ti’avel  past  the  red  brick  house 
at  the  entrance  of  the  college 
are  unaware  of  the  important 
experiences  it  provides  for 
home  economics  majors  who 
live  in  the  home  for  a  period 
of  four  weeks. 

The  Home  Management 
House  represents  an  opportun¬ 
ity  for  these  students  to  study 
the  costs  and  pi'oblems  arising 
in  the  management  of  a  mod¬ 
ern  home  and  to  make  and 
execute  plans  necessary  in 
conducting  an  efficient  home 
within  an  atmosphere  of  graci¬ 
ous  and  well-managed  family 
life..  Home  Management  activi¬ 
ties  are  supervised  by  Miss 
Eleanor  Miller,  who  is  serving 
her  first  year  with  the  MSC 
home  economics  faculty. 

Those  wlio  Jiave  the  oppor- 
tiu'nity  to  visit  the  Home  Man¬ 
agement  House  note  with  inter¬ 
est  the  house  plan,  color 
scheme,  and  furnishings.  On 
the  first  floor  are  a  large  for¬ 
mal  living  room,  a  dining  room, 
and  a  modern,  well  equipped 
kitchen,  as  well  as  the  direc¬ 
tor’s  room.  The  second  floor  of 
the  house  has  four  double  bed¬ 
rooms  a  large  bathroom,  and 
a  sewing-pressing  room.  The 
full  basement  has  a  laundry  i 
ai'ea,  funiace  room,  and  stor¬ 
age  closet  for  flowpr  arrang¬ 
ing  materials. 

Future  plans  for  the 
house  include  finishing  a 
recreation  room  in  the  low¬ 
er  level  of  the  house  for 
enjoyment  of  the  family 
members  and  for  informal 
entertaining.  Varying  val¬ 
ues  and  intensities  of  red, 
gold,  and  green  arc  the 
colors  used  effectively 
throughout  the  house  and 
give  the  viewer  and  the 
family  memhers  a  home¬ 
like  feeling. 

During  their  stay  in  the 
house,  the  students  caiTy  out 
responsibilities  involved  in  op¬ 
erating  a  home  as  well  as  the 


duties  of  planning,  purchasing, 
preparing,  and  serving  foods 
which  meet  the  nutritional 
needs  of  the  group.  They  also 
develop  standards  for  efficient 
care  and  management  of  the 
house  and  its  fui-nishings  and 
become  aware  of  consumer  re¬ 
sponsibilities  in  selecting 
household  supplies  and  equip¬ 
ment. 

Another  aspect  of  living  in 
the  Home  Management  House 
is  tile  development  and  prac¬ 
tice  of  social  skills  and  abili¬ 
ties  through  gracious  living 
and  hospitality.  Guests  ai-e  fre¬ 
quently  invited  to  lunch,  din¬ 
ner,  teas,  or  other  special  oc- 
UviUes.  This  experience  in  so¬ 
cial  relationships  gives  each 
girl  the  opportunity  to  develop 
refinement  and  social  poise 
wliile  acting  as  a  hostess  to 
others. 

To  carry  on  the  respon¬ 
sibility  of  operating  the 
Home  Management  House, 
the  students  work  with  a 
wide  selection  of  electrical 
appliances  and  equip¬ 
ment,  many  of  wbicli  they 
have  never  used.  These 
serve  as  a  means  of  con¬ 
venience  as  well  as  a  way 
of  broadening  their  home- 
making  knowledge  and 
skills 

llie  coeds  in  the  course 
become  more  familiar  with 
the  home  economics  majors  to 
acquire  new  food  tastes,  and 
experiment  with  new  recipes, 
styles  of  table  setting  and  serv¬ 
ice.  'riiey  really  are  applying 
their  knowledge  in  a  meaning¬ 
ful  family  situation  in  prepar¬ 
ation  for  becoming  more  ef¬ 
ficient,  belter  informed  home¬ 
makers. 

A  close  family  -  living  rela¬ 
tionship  develops  among  the 
various  members  of  the  house 
diu'ing  their  participation  in 
the  class.  Through  bridge 
games,  coffee  chats,  and  hours 
of  planning  and  working  to¬ 
gether  to  accomplish  all  of  tlie 
tasks  of  a  home  the  girls  de¬ 
velop  a  feeling  of  cooperation 
and  friendliness  necessary  in 
any  home  situation.

The  Bearcat  swimming  team 
closed  out  its  home  meet 
schedule  Saturday,  rolling  over 
Wentworth  Military  Academy, 
71-24,  and  brought  its  season 
record  to  5-3  with  four  meets 
remaining. 

Three  varsity  records  fell  as 
the  ’Cals  captured  10  of  11 
events  from  the  cadets.  Frank 
Fisher  won  the  200-yd.  free¬ 
style,  breaking  his  old  record 
with  a  2:00.9  clocking.  He  also 
took  the  100-yd.  free  in  53.2. 

Mark  Thomas  took  a 
hand’s  -  length  victory  in 
the  backstroke  in  a  rec¬ 
ord  2:21,  and  Steve  Conner 
shaved  three  seconds  off 
his  butterfly  record  with  a 
2:34.4  timing. 

Other  Bearcat  firsts  went  to 
Randy  Hanson  in  the  individ- 
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ual  medley  and  500-yd.  free¬ 
style;  Brian  Nehlsen,  breast¬ 
stroke;  Larry  White,  diving; 
Thomas,  Nehlsen,  Conner  and 
Jon  Eichelis,  in  the  free  relay, 
and  Jerry  Peirce,  Ed  Smith, 
Eichelis,  and  Fisher,  in  the 
free  relay. 

Passing  the  half  -  way  point, 
the  tankers  stand  at  5-3  for  the 
season  with  victories  over 
WentwoiHh,  70-20,  and  71-24; 
CMSC,  59-41;  William  Jewell, 
68-26,  and  Park  College,  53- 
42.  The  Cats’  tliree  losses 
have  been  at  the  hands  of 
Washington  University,  MU, 
and  Emporia  State. 

The  first  two  were  in  the 
first  meets  of  the  season, 
and  except  for  the  E-State 
mar,  the  team’s  slate  has 
been  one  of  steady  iin- 
provenient.
